The massacre of natives at Hankow by 
Imperialist. troops, intelligence of which 
has reached both the War Board and the 
German legation, may prove a serious 
hindrance to the peace negotiations which 
Yuan Shi-Kei has been endeayoring to in- 
augurate with the. rebel leaders. 

Thé population of Hankow is estimated 
ordirarily at 500,000, but it is believed 
that every non-combatant who was able 
to escape proceeded into the country prior 
to the conflict. The Hankow streets are 
very narrow and the houses are closely 
packed. There are many wealthy Chiriese 
merchants and manufacturers of objects 
in gold and silver. _Undoubtedly many of 
their valuables had been removed to the 
foreign concessions and down the river 
ty boats. 

The concessions are divided from the 
native city by streets fifty or sixty feet 
wide, and it will be difficult to protect 
the foreign houses from, fire of even from 
attack, as the Imperialists have evidently 
got ‘beyond the control of their officers. 
The foreign défenders include marines 
from twelve gunboats of eight or nine 
hations, and also volunteers, from among 
the missionaries and busihess men.

HOW TO SEE BROOKS’S COMET 


This Week Offers Best Opportunity— 
In East About 5 A. M.

CAMBRIDGE, Masgs., Novy, 2.—The pres- 
ent week will offer the best opportunity 
to see Brooks’s comet, according to the 
Harvard Observatory astronomers. 

For the past fortnight it has been a 
conspicuous figure in the Eastern sky, 
but its brifliaricy is rapidly diminishing, 
and moonlight -will interfere with its 
clearness after Nov. 10, 

At present it is best seen with a field 
glass ur a small telescope, although vis- 
ible to the naked eye. In order to, locate 
it, it is necessary to face the Kast about 

5 A. M. It will be seen as a hazy star 
with @ long, faint tail, extending upward. 
Care should be taken not to confuse the 
comet with the planet Venus.

IN LONDON STRIKE 
6,000 Quit Work — Regarded 


“Extras” as Perduisite and 
Companies Objected. 


THE PUBLIC NOT SORRY 


Rather Glad at Absence of Noisy, 
_ Recklessly-Driven Vehicles — Com- 
panies Decide to Lock Out Men. 


Spécial Cable to Tam New York Timms. 

LONDON, ‘Nov. 2.—London’s streets 
presented a curiously unfamiliar spec- 
tacle to-day as a result of a taxicab- 
drivers’ strike, by which nearly 6,000 
out of the city’s 7,000 vehicles. of this 
Yescription were idle. 

It seemed as if the museums had 
organized a procession of old-time 
vehicles in, order to show the public 
the very best relicg of the vehicular 
prehistoric age. Drivers of hansoms 
and “growlers” reaped an. unusual 
harvest, and. the motor-buses were 
othing } continually inside and out. 

During a heavy shower in the after- 
noon the West End resounded with 
continuous whistling. There was by 
no.means a sufficiency of any sort of 
oe to meet the sudden demand |; 

by the downpour. 

“The strike is. due to the refusal of 
the. drivers to hand over to their em- 
ployers the “ extras.”’ charged fer the 
conveyance.of luggage or of more than 
two passengers. . The men emphatically 
claim these extras as a form of per- 
quisite t6 which they are entitled by 
custom. The companies say they can- 
not run their business at a profit at 
the present rates authorized by  Scot- 
land Yard unless they receive’ the ex- 
tras. They established a system of ob- 
servers or “spotters”, to report all 
cabs seen with extras, and if the 
registers did not record . payment for 
the extras they called upon the drivers 
to refund. the money. The drivers said 
the reports of the “‘ spotters’ were not 
to be relied upon, and ‘went on strike. 


LONDON, Noy. 2.—The London taxicab 
companies to-night decided to close their 
garages and lock out the drivers, who 
are on strike, until satisfactory arrange- 
ments are reached. 

Six thousand chauffeurs quit work to- 
day to attend a. meeting called for the 
expose of oor eager ye) whether a strike 
should be begun, and at the meeting they 
decided net to return to work until they 
had been ordered to do so by the execu- 
tive of their union. 

Public sentiment apesats to be practi- 
cally unanimous against the drivers, and 
relief is expressed at the absence from 
the streets af the noisy fleet of taxicabs, 
which -are so recklessly driven as to be a 
constant menace to life and limb. The 
underground railway and motor bus ser- 
vices are sv efficient that little discomfort 
jis caused by the temporary disappearance 
of the taxicabs. 

The immediate cause of the break be- 
tween «he cab companies and their em- 
ployes was the deduction by an owner of 
6 cents from the wages of a driver. 
Trouble, however, has been brewing for 
some timo over ’ the question of extra 
charges mee gs to have been collected by 
the mon and not turned in to the com- 
panies. 

The cab companies rt that’ the 
chauffeurs have robbed them of $1,500,000 
annually through failure to register “ ex- 
tras” collected for additional passengers 
and baggage. Recently they employed 

‘ spotters.” The first chauffeur detected 
in receiving an “‘extra’’ refused to turn 
in the amount and was suspended. The 
other drivors stopped ‘work in sympathy.

Up to the present, it is said, ai indl- 
cations strongly confirm the findings of 
the Sampson Board of Inquiry that the 
ship was destroyed by an-exterlor explo- 
sion, supplemented: by explosions in the 
forward magazines. Officers in charge 


of .the work, however, are silent as to 


their. conclusions. 

Additional cutting away of the wreck- 
age reveals sections of the ‘bottom and 
sides of the forward part lifted up and 
reversed, evidently by a .tremendous ex- 
terior force, inconsistent with the theory 
of an. exclusively internal explosion, 

The forward section for a distance of 
seventy feet from the bow ig Iv’~g on its 
starboard’ side and twisted sharply to 
port.. Exploration within this section has 
now been completed for forty feet, leav- 
ing only thirty feet to the extremity of 
the bow, which it is. expected wil: be 
reached within two weeks. 

Removal” of the four forward boilers 
has been delayed owing to the insuffi- 
cient strength of the derricks. When they 
are finally extracted it will give an op- 
portunity. for exploration of the mud- 
filled magazines.

This conclusion has not been reached 
without some .doubt and _ hesitation. 
The question is arguwble,, and objeo- 
tions: worthy of candid examination 
have been stated/“why the bond issue 
should not he approved.. The public 
interest should determine the question, 
and in our judgment the public interest 
will be served by a majority vote of ap- 
proval.

Tile $5,000,000 will go to 
pay the cost of constructiqn at up-State 
points. That, obviously, is a matter for 
grave consideration. It has been made 
the basis of. serious objections to 
“ Proposition..No, 1.” ‘Dhe answer is, 
| we think, that, inasmuch as New York 
must pay three-quarters. of the cost of 
every public improvement carried out 
by the State’ with the money of the 
taxpayers, the barge canal plan is one 
to. be. considered, like any other public 
work, solely on its merits, having re- 
gard to the interests of the entire State. 
New York City benefits by. whatever 
benefits the whole Commonwealth. If 
this objection is to prevail in the case 
of the barge canal terminals, logically 
it must prevail against any other public 
work undertaken by’ the State, It 
should have prevailed against the $101,- 
000,000 canal) improvement itself, of 
which New York City must bear by far 
the greater part of the cost, yet New 
York City voted for that. 

There is another reason why this ar- 
gument.is not convincing. If we are to 
get an adequate return for the sum 
pledged and now being expended for 
déepening the canals; and that sum is 
now really $108,000,000, the great wa- 
terway must’ be put to the best com- 
mercial use. ‘To that end dt must have 
the facilities needed, for. receiving and 
discharging’ freight. It seems to us 
that pliers and terminals and other 
Works ‘should be constricted on a har- 
monious plan, and should be under @ 
single control—that is, under State con-| 
trol and management. Under the lo- 
cality'plan of construction there would 
be no uniformity, there would be a di- 
vision of. control, and traffic of the 
canal might be seriously hampered. A 
commercial waterway ought to control 
its freight stations precisely as a rail- 
road controls its stations. The interests 
of New York City require that these 
terminals should’ be provided liberally 
at-all points where traffic is likely to 
originate... It has been argued that. we 
may trust to thé sélf-interest of the 
localities along the canal to provide the 
needed facilities, that; inasmuch as 
three-quarters of the cost would be de~ 
frayed by New York City, they would 
rf eager to undertake these works. The 
argument is plausiblé, but it omits one: 
point well worth consideration, The 
rafiroad interest is powerful in many, 
if not all, up-State communities. : That 
interest would hot enthusiastically fa- 
vor the provision of canal factlities, it 
might effectively oppose it. It will be 
safer to have the work carried out. by 


which will make possible. the prompt 
and easy shipment of commodities from 
this city to up-State points, the trade 
xhd commerce of New York; by reason 
of the lower water rates, will benefit in 
‘a degree which will make the cost to 
the city of these terminals a matter of 
minor consideration.

Why do not more ministers’ sons en- 
ter the ministry? Mr, Dow C. Surrz, a 
newspaper man whose father was a 
minister, replies, “ Because their build 
and breeding ts apt to promote a wider

LADY COLIN. CAMPBELL DEAD. 


Author and Journalist Figured In Sen- 
sational Divorce Suit Years Ago. 


LONDON, Nov. 2.—Lady Colin Camp, 
bell, author and journalist, died to-day 
after & long fliness.. Her sult ‘in the di- 
vorce court a quarter of @ century ago, 
when she obtained a judicial separation, 
created a great sensation. Her maiden 
name was Gertrude Blood. 


Lady Colin Campbell was the youngest 
daughter of. Bdmond Maghlin. Blood, 
whose estates in County Clare, Ireland, 
have been. held‘in the family since the 


middle. of the reign of Queen Hiligabeth. 
She married Lord Colin Cam et the 
fifth som of the Duke of Argyll, and at 
that time member of Parliament for Ar- 
gylishire, in 1881, Two years later she 
obtained. a separation on ‘the. grounds. of 
cruelty, — the action was upheld against 
appeal. In 1886 counter suits for Givorce, 
in which numerous charges on both sides 
were made, were dismissed.
